It is 
faked that Essen be required to make 
a demand for the payment of the note 
and to bring suit if it is not paid. 

The other petition states that prior to 
April 6, 196, Lewis held in his own 
name 9915 shares of stock which be- 


that date. The Attorney-General says 
he is informed that Lewis now holds 
certificates of stock in his name which 
belong to others, whose names do not 
appear on the books of the bank as 
stockholders. 

It is stated that after the application 
for a receiver July 10. Lewis induced 
large numbers of owners of stock cer- 
tificates to assign them to him, giving 
them his personal unsecured agreement 
to pay them at his pleasure, pro rata, 
out of his income, less his living ex- 
penses, the face value of the stock and 
5 per cent interest. 

It is alleged that this agreement is 
. of little no value, and that the 
representations of Lewis, by which he 
induced the stockholders to assign their 
stock to hit, constitute a fraud on the 
Bicckhviders and on the State of Mis- 
rouri. 

The petition states that in addition to 
these assignments of several hundred 
thousand dollars, Lewis has obtained 
other assignments of stock to the ex- 
tent of several hundred thousands of 
dollars for the purpose of enabling him 
to collect from the receiver amounts 
due to stockholders from the assets of 
the bank, with the intention of invest- 
ing the money in the stock of the 
Lewis Publishing Co.

OYSTERS. MAKE 
100 IN cin 
HOSPITAL ILL 


Physicians, Nurses, Clerks and 
Attendants Suffer From 
Ptomaine Poisoning. 


Nearly one hundred persons, doctors, 
nurses, attendants and clerks at City 
Hospital, were violently ill last night 
from ptomine poisoning, the result of 
eating oysters. . 

Dr. 
tendent, in charge of the hospital during 
the absence of Dr. Brown, the superin- 
tendent, was the only person ho par- 
took of the oysters who was. i affect- 
ed. Dr. W. F. Kirchner, also assistant 
superintendent, was ill all. night, but 
this morning he said that he had recov- 
ered. 

Others who suffered from the food 
were Drs. Shankland, Freund, Schutt, 
the seniors and the entire corps of 
junior physicians, numbering 2. 

All of the day nurses, numbering 26, 
were also made violently sick by the 
food. Clerk Oliver Dolan was feeling 
so badly this morning that he was un- 
able to report until nearly noon. 

The oysters were served as a stew, 
ana it was the first time this season 
that oysters have been on the hospital 
menu. All ate heartily, and it was :‘sev- 
eral hours before the evil effects were 
noticeable. 

On Supt. Brown's desk this morn- 
ing were more excuses for tardiness 
than on any day since he has been in 
charge of the institution. Not one of 
the hundred who ate of the oyster 
stew escaped the poisoning save Dr. 
Doyle, and he wags at a loss to ac- 
count for his escape. 

“I am convinced,” said Dr. Doyle to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘that the 
poisoning was due to the oysters. I 
ate as heartily as did the balance, and I 
could not detect anything wrong with 
the food. However, I have examined 
the other dishes, and I feel confident 
that the oysters are what caused the 
trouble. 

‘Fortunately no one was Seriously Hil. 
That is, no one is considered in danger, 
but near!y evervone passed a most un- 
comfortable night, and many are stil) 
feeling the effects today.”’

At noon Saturday Secretary Perkins 
announced that she had won the contest 
with a score of 75.5 out of a possible 
100 points. 

The scores made by the other contest- 
ants were as follows:

Third, Miss Viola Calleps, 72. 

Fourth, Mrs. William Johnson, 71.40. 

Fifth, No. 2, name withheld, 10.60. 

Sixth, Mrs. Marie Bruntrup, 68.86. 

The announcement of the winner 
of the society's gold medal, which 
carries with it the right to rep- 
resent t. Louis itn the national con. 
test at Madison Square Garden, New 
York, is to be made at tonight’s con- 
test, which is to show the muscular de- 
velopment of men. 

It was hinted last night that the 
judges could have finisned the figuring 
in time to proclaim the result before 
the 50 persons who viewed the contest 
had dispersed. But there was only one 
medal, and each of the six young wom- 
en had with her an escort, a brother, 
a husband or a coterie of male rela- 
tives of approved physical development, 
while two or three had fond mothers in 
waiting. So the judges took counsel 
of wisdom, and decided to make their 
decision today, telephone it to the offi- 
cers of the society and remain far, far 
away from Concordia Hall tonight. 

Beats Paris’ Task. 

The collective task of these four 
judges is harder than the one Paris had 
when Juno, Venus ana Minerva were 
lined up before him back in the good 
old days Homer wrote about. Paris 
had but three contestants to judge, was 
not bothered with a tape line and’ had 
no other judges tO wrangle with. Pre- 
sumably he also thought at the time 
that there would be no offended rela. 
uves of the competing goddesses to wor- 
ry about, though there has been a gen- 
eral belief since that the ten years’ war 
and the fall of Troy were the results 
of the Olympus beauty show. 

St. Louis interest in physical devel- 
opment is not limited to the 35 men, 
most of them in the beardless stage of 
youth, and the dozen women and chil- 
dren who were admitted to the small 
lecture Toom in Concordia Hall lest 
night. 

It was almost 8 o'clock when the ar- 
rival of young women, accompanied by 
escorts carrying mysteérious looking 
satchels, ceased, and the secretary 
stepped forward.

ST. LOWUIS, Mo., Sept. 30, 19066. 


To Hon. Joseph Folk, Governor of. Mis- 


souri: 

We, the members of the Women’s Social- 
ist Club of St. Louis, do hereby earnestly 
cell your attention to and protest against 
the ruthless violation of section 14 of our 
State Constitution, by which the people 
of. Missouri are guaranteed the right of 
free speech. Said violation occurred in 
St. Louls on Monday evening, Sept. 25. 
at Twelfth and Olive streets, by the St. 
Louis poilce, actmg urider orders from 
thelr superiurs against the Socialists of 
St. Louis. 

There can be absolutely no excuse for ‘re 
getiod “ST The police, who were authorized 
by the Mayor of St: Louls, as there was 
no violation of any law by the Socialists. 
The sireets were not obstructed. We have 
lawyers amongst us. We read, and know 
the law, and abide by it. About 50 police 
officers aud 10 detectives charged on the 
people, cursing, c ubbing and kicking them. 
Men, women and even children were forced 
to run to save themselves from serious 
icjury. The American, flags and our ban- 
ners bearing the portraits of the Awmert- 
can patriotae of freedom, Washington, Jef- 
fernon, Henry and Lincoln, together with

Sent Back to Temes- 
var, Hungary, 


SHE HAS HIS. MONEY 


Hungarian Charges That Hic 
Spouse Got His Savings 
and Abandoned Him, 


John Reitter of 1447 South Seventh 
street seeks to have the Federal sau- 
thorities deport the young and hand- 
some wife for whom he gave up a 
profitable business and a comfortable 
home in Temesvar, Hungary. 

It was “23'’ for Reitter after his wife 
possessed herself of all of the accumu: 
lation of his years of toil and saving, 


and while he is miserable in two small 
and meagery furnished lvuoimns on South 


Seventh street, she is puss-ssed uf sev- 
eral thousand dollars and is living cum- 
fortably New York. 

The Federal officials can do nothing 
for Keiiier. here can be no deportmen, 
proceedings Degun, for there is no 
chance ef the woman becoming a pau- 
per so long as Reitter’s savings hold 
out. Neither is there a probability of 
his recovering his money, so the offi- 
cials inform him. 

Reitter is 49 years old. According to the 
story he related to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, his first wife died three years 
ago. He had a brush factory in Tem- 
esvar that pald well, and he owned 
his own home and was prosperous. A 
year after his wife's death he met 
Christina Eichart, pretty and just 24 
years old. Reitter loved her, and he 
was not slow in telling her so. She 
apparently returned the affection, and 
when he proposed he was «ccepted. 

Wife Approved of America. 

The young wife was ambitious. She 
told Reitter that America was the place 
they ought to locate in. He was loath 
to leave the home where he had been 
so happy, but she was insistent and 
finally had her way, 

Last November Reitter came to Amer- 
ica. That was during the World's Fair, 
and St. Louls was the city that at- 
tracted him. He obtained work in a 
brush factory, and set about to fit him- 
self to go in business for himself; He 
left his affairs in the old country in 
such a shape that his wife could dispose 
of the property, and when she brought 
the proceeds to St. Louis they were go- 
ing to embark in business. 

Mrs. Reitter took passage on the 
Kaiser Wilhelm, and on the water Reit- 
ter alleges that she met a man who 
caused her to forget him. When 
landed in New York she went to Phiia- 
delphia, but did not communicate with 
him. He became uneasy, and cor- 
respondence revealed the fact that she 
had disposed of his property and had 
started for America.

FRAUD CENTURY OLD 


Millions of Acres That Didn’t 
Exist Sold as Being 
in Georgia. 

A St. Louis woman's complaint that 
her deceased hugband was the victim 
100 
years old is the basis of the indictment 


of agigantic swindle more than 


returned by the grand jury against W: 
Cc. Dines. 

Dines, whose address is said to be 
4633 Margaretta avenue, is being sought 
by deputy sheriffs. He has had an of- 
fice In the Roe Building, at Broadway 
and Pine street. 

Mrs. Henry Alt Jr., whose husband 
died more than a year ago, after the 
death of his father, Harbor Commis- 
sioner Henry Alt, a cousin of former 
Mayor Henry Ziegenhein, is the com- 
plainant against Dines. 

Her lawyer, 8. T. G. Smith, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today that his 
investigation in Montgomery County, 
Georgia, where Dines is charged with 
selling Mr. Alt land which never exist- 
ed, showed that in 1793 and 17% fraud- 
ulent transfers or grants covering 7,000,- 
000 acres of land in the county were 
sold. There are less than 1,000,000 acres 
in the county. 

Since that time, Mr. Smith declared, 
complaints have been frequently made 
of bogus sales, and many persons in 
distant part of the United States have 
been swindled out of thousands of dol- 
lars by the purchase of fictitious tracts 
of iand_ there. 

Mr. Alt, who was president of the 
Henry Alt Box Company, in October, 
1908, bought deeds to a 15,000 tract, sup- 
pused tu be grown with long leaf yel- 
low pine, in Montgomery County. For 
tne deeds he gave $15,000 in cash, notes 
for $11,500 and a building on Twenty- 
first street and Franklin avenue. Dines, 
it is charge@l, was the seller. 

Mr. Alt died without visiting the 
country where the land was supposed 
to be siiuated. His widow learned that 
the mening of doubtful value and 
Attorney Sinith went to Georgia to in- 
vestigate. 

“I found,’ said Mr. Smith, “that the 
lands named in the deeds had absolute- 
iy no existence. I learned that others 
had been duped by similar sales, among 
them James Foley of St. Charles, Mo. 

“Véetims of this swindle have been 

ppearing at Mount Vernon, the coun- 
‘y seat of Montgomery County, and 
at the Secretary of State's office in 
Atlanta for years past, only to find 
that the papers they hold are worth- 
leas and describe land which has no 
ex stence. 

‘Suit has been instituted here to re- 
cover the building which Mr. Alt 
deeded to Dines, and the estate has 
successfully resisted attempts to col- 
lect the notes given by Mr. Alt, 
which have been transferred by the 
recipient to other persons.

Mr. Sager'’s decision to take up the 
case followed Mrs. Sprague’s admission 
that she had figured with Morton in a 
previous shooting scene in his office in 
the Wainwright Building. 


‘It is time for this promiscuous shoot- 
ing to stop,” the Circuit Attorney is 
reported to have said of the case. 

Mrs, Sprague has said since the latest 
shooting episode that she would “harm” 
Morton if he came near her again. 

Her hearing on the charge of dis- 
charging firearms, which is merely a 
misdemeanor under the statutes, is to 
come up in Dayton Street Police Court 
next Thureday, and Judge Pollard has 
directed that Morton be compelled to 
attend as a witness. A subpena was is- 
wued for Morton Saturday. 

Mrs. Sprague has said that she would 
postpone her intended application for a 
summons or a warrant against Morton 
until her own case is settled. 

Mrs. Sprague resents Morton’s sugges- 
tion,: made the morning after, the shoot- 
ing, that “she probablyf wants to g0 
on the stage and is seeking some ad- 
vance advertising.’’ 

‘] have no ambition to go om the 
stage,’ she said, “and am not seeking 
notoriecy. 

‘Tt is untrue,’ she said, denying a 
report credited to friends of Morton, 
“that I ever tried to kill him.

It now appears that the condition of 
the Kansas City institution, of which 
Wiley O. Cox was president, was such 
that four of its directors, rather than 
have the bank go into the hands of a 
received, pledged their private fortunes 
to insure payment of all depositors. 
This statement is made on authority of 
those directly concerned in thé matter. 

The State Bank was capitalized at 
$200,000. It was a close associate of the 
Salmon Bank, having permitted that in- 
stitution at one time to overdraw its 
account to the extent of $200,000, 

When this fact was established 
through the investigation of the Salmon 
Bank's affairs it caused a ripple of 
comment not only here, but in financial 
circles throughout the West. Bankers 
marveled at such an evidence of con- 
fidence on the part of a large city bank 
in the management of a concern whose 
capital stock was only $50,000. 

Held Worthless Paper. 

From a stockholder of the bank and 
other trustworthy sources comes the in- 
formation that a large amount of 
worthless paper held by the bank was 
responsible for the liquidation and the 
consequent transfer by Directors W. M. 
Hall, E. L. and W. L. Scarritt and R. 
L. Greggory of more than $1,000,000 in 
collateral to the Fidelity Trust Co., 
w@ich, at the request of the associated 
banks of Kansas City, assumed the ob- 
ligations of the State Bank. 

The deposits of the Kansas City State 
Bank amount to $1,225,000, and of this 
$676,000 is due Kansas City.

Mayor Wells rails at the Post-Dispatch for de- 
manding the open door for the Terminal Commis- 
sion. Te says the executive session 1s business 
policy in dealing with a business matter. But the 
business which the Terminal Commission is dealing 
with is public business. The commission is a pub- 
lic body created for public work and provided with 
public money. There is no more reason for secrecy 
in ite work than for secrecy in legislation, or in the 
investigation of public evils, or public questions. 

The Mayor says that such campaigns as this for 
publicity in public business against the will of the 
men who are appointed to do the work, discourage 
business men from public life. In short, if they can- 
not do as they please without criticism in dealing 
with public affairs they will refuse to accept public 
office. This is childish. Men who undertake pub- 
lie work are responsible to the public and for that 
reason should welcome publicity. The Mayor says 
‘that he proposes to run his office according to his 
judgment, regardless of newspaper criticisms. He has 
the right to do so, but he cannot complain if persist- 
Ing in a wrong course, the press condemns him. 
If, shutting his ears to the organs of public opin- 
fon and his mind to suggestion, he makes a blunder 
se must expect public condemnation. 

“The open door policy should be adopted 
at once. This would not prevent receiving 
sonfidential communications or hearing in pri- 
yate mien who refuse to appear before the 
eormmission in public. But it- would bring out, for 
the information of all the citizens of St. Louis, the 
main facts concerning the bridge and terminal sit- 
vation.

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UNJUST TAX SYSTEM. 

In his Round Table speech Circuit Attorney 
Sager did not exaggerate the importance of the tax 
question nor the evils which flow from the present 
system of assessing personal property. Mr. Sager 
painted the damaging effect upon character and 
morals of the almost universal practice of evasion 
and perjury on the part of taxpayers. He pointed 
out that an honest return on State or city bonds 
would mean a confiscation of income. 

The ill-effect of habitual perjury upon character 
and upon public regard for law is great, but the 
essential fault of the present system is the injustice 
it works. The perjurer shifts his tax. burdens to 
the shoulders of honest men. The homes of the 
citzens of moderate means are heavily taxed to 
make up for the evasions of men of large means, 
who have their wealth invested in securities which 
ean be hidden. 

The evils of the present tax system have been 
recognized for years, but little substantial progress 
has been made in reforming the system. The prob- 
lem is difficult and the influence of the interests 
which it enables to escape just taxation is power- 
ful. Circuit Attorney Sager is doing a valuable pub- 
lie service in directing attention to the evils of the 
present system and could not do better work than 
laboring to accomplish a reform which will equalize 
taxation and make evasions impossible. Either the 
taxes should be levied upon property which cannot 
be concealed or some way of obtaining accurate 
returns should be found. The present method of 
compelling each taxpayer to list his own property 
under oath 1s a dismal failure.

“The man whose self respect is still 
sensitive to admonitions about manners 
may ask himself whether his occasional 
lapses into discourtesy toward women 
are not in danger of hardening into hab- 
ty 


Anent President Butler’s remarks at 
Columbia Wniversity about the decay of 
moral principles the Sun says: ‘‘When 
have not men, some men, many men, 
been subject to ‘greed’ and careless of 
distinction between ‘mine’ and ‘thine’? 
Have Americans of today any reason 
to lament their inferiority in ethical 
standard and performance to their pre- 
decessor®? Doés this generation lack

“How well off in moral principle were 
these revered exemplars of all virtues? 
What was their temperature in the mat- 
ter of greed? Well, a great many of 
the heroic soldiers deserted, hunted 
bounties, jumped bounties. It was @ 
great time for graft contracts, and for- 
tunes made by speculating on the neces- 
saries of the country. 

“John Adams, not talking rhetoric 
for publication, but writing to his wife, 
Abigail, told of the ‘venal spirit’ and 
the ‘universal idolatry"to the mammon 
of unrighteousness.’ The Virginia gen- 
tleman whom John Adams got appoint- 
ed commander-in-chief of the conti- 
nental army was driven almost to de- 
spair by what he called ‘the dearth of 
public spirit’ and ‘the want of virtue,’ 
‘the dirty, mercenary spirit; the 
‘stock jobbing,’ ‘the speculation, pecula- 
tion, engrossing and forestalling’ of our 
revolutionary sires. 


“The honest farmer was selling his 
stuff to the British army. Many per- 
sons were Whigs or loyalists, accord- 
ing as American or British fortunes 
seemed in the ascendant.

PEOPLING THE GREAT SOUTHWEST 


Written for the Post-Dispatch. 


Missouri had 2,680,000 people in 1890 
and increased to 3,103,000 in 10 years. In 
the same 10 years Kansas increased 
from 1,427,000 to 1,470,000; Oklahoma, 
from 61,000 to 398,000; Texas, from 2,236,- 
000 to 3,048,000; Colorado, from 412,000 to 
539,000; Arkansas, from 1,123,000 to 1,311,- 
000; Indian Territory from 180,000 to 392,- 
000, and New Mexico from 153,000 to 1%,- 
000. . 
The total population of all together 
at the end of the 10 years footed up 10,- 
456,000, with a total increase of 4,100,000. 

This increase alone was equal to the 
combined total populations of New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Delaware and the 
Hawalian Islands in the year 1900. 

Thd total population is nearly half @ 
million greater than that of the com- 
bined Scandinavian countries of 
Europe, Denmark, Norway and Sweden, 
or than that of the ancient Asiatic 
Kingdom of Persia. 

Yet the Southwest as a whole is still 
a very sparsely populated country. An 
increase to the present total of the poP- 
ulation of the United States would not 
crowd it. 


It has a total area of 767,910 square 
miles, which is over three times that 
of the German Empire and nearly half 
that of Europe with Russia excluded. 

The population of the German Empire 
is comparatively scattered if the com- 
parison be with England or Beigium, 
but a population no denser than that of 
Germany would give the Southwest 
150,000,000 people. ‘hey, 

Perhaps that might be too many 
comfort, but a third of that number 


would still leave breathing room and have them. 


“elbow room” for all. 

The work already done is vast, but it 
is practically only a good beginning for 
the future. 

The railroads which will contro] the 
movements of the future are already 
built, with more miles of track than 


can be found in any other like area. The 


mines which open the surface above 
the natural resources of the Southwest 


are located, with an inexhaustible sup- | 


ply of all useful minerals in reach. The 
country has been supplied with sciools, 
churches, libraries and all .‘“‘modern im- 
provements” as a beginning, and those 
who come to occupy the future find 
everything prepared for their success at 
the cost of less effort than what has 


been doné already has cost those who 
accomplished it. 


The Southwest has many problems to 


settle still, but its highest development | 


will depend on a _ popuiation to the 
square mile great‘enough to make its 
pressure felt, Except in a few locali- 
ties which searcely make an impression 
on the total area we have no “pressure " 
of population at ali. 


“First get population” is the begin- 
ning of every scientitic recipe for fore- 
ing the highest resuits from civilization. 
The first need of the Southwest is to 
double its population and then to treble 
it. Perhaps then when it begins to ‘ feel 
the pressure of population’ it will be 
time to Stop and think of the evils of 
overcrowding. 

Now, however, the beginning and the 
end of every solution of every question 
of progress for st. Louis is that the

OBJECTS TO ORITIOCISM 


Holds That Terminal Commis- 
gion Oan Best Do Work in 
Exeoutive Session. 


Mayor Welis, in an interview with a 
Post-Dispatoh reporter today, made the 
Statement that the newspapers of St. 
Louls are drawing incorrect inferences 
regarding the secret sessions of the 
Terminal Commission and, by their 
constant demand for open sessions, are 
flafaming the public against the com- 
mission and hampering its work. 

“Bome of the newspapers of St. Louls 
Q@ppear to be trying to impose on me 
their ideas of how the officé of Mayor 
of St. Louis should be conducted,’ said 
Mayor Wells to the Post-Dispatch Fri- 
Gay. ‘1 want to tel] them here and now 
that. I am going to run this office ac- 
cording to my ideas and my best judg- 
ment, and not according to the ideag 
of any newspaper. 

Commission Knows Its Business. 

“The polity which some su. Louis 
newspapers are pursuing with regard to 
open or executive sessions for the Ter- 
minal Commission I consider neither 
logical nor public spirited. The men 
who shape that policy set up their 
judgment against that of the business 
men who compose the commission. They 
reiterate in news, editorial and illdstra- 
tion their demand that the sessions of 
the commission be open to the public. I 
contend that the commission krfows bet- 
ter than they how it can best carry out 
its purposes. 

“When the newspapers persist in de- 
manding what the commission deems 
inadvisable they question either the 
honesty or the ability of the commis- 
sion. The commission is honestly try- 
ing to adjust the terminal conditions at 
St. Louis, and the raising of a hue and 
cry by the newspapers, while it does 
not change the attitude of the commis- 
sioners in the least, inflames the pub- 
lic mind and seriously complicates the 
work of the commission. No newspaper 
has a right to draw inferences when it 
does not understand motives."’ 

“Should not an officia] tell the pub- 
lis the .motives that underlie his ac- 
tions?"’ was asked. 

Is a Business Body. 

“The motive of the commission in 
having its session éxecutive is to bet- 
ter achieve its ends,’’ was the answer. 


"When business men lay business plans 


they do so in executive session. The 
commission is a business body laying 
business plans. This is the sdle motive 
in holding executive sessions and, in 
my opinion, it is a sufficient motive. 

“Intemperate, inconsiderate  publica- 
tions such as have been made by some 
St. Louls newspapers are calculated to 
discourage decent men, honest men, 
from entering the public service. They 
certainly exercise such an effect on 
me,’’

Both have been teaching classes of 
girls. Recently Rev. M. L. Cole called on 
a member of his church, who told him 
that her daughter, who wanted to join 
a ewehre club, had argued that it could 
not be wrong because her Sunday-schooi 
teacher played euchre. He determined 
that his Sunday-school teachers should 
not set an example. , 

Discussing Savirday at the Southern 
illinois Conference, in East St. Louis, 


what was done, Rev. Mr. Cole said: 

“Tne request that the disciplinary re- 
quirements concerning amusement be 
observed by each teacher of the Sunday- 
school was made by me. 

“I spoke to Miss Clara Listeman 
about it, and she, for herself and sis- 
ter, made no promise, but three times 
made the remark: ‘You had better leave 
us off.” I informed her that I would 
be glad to have her retain her class. I 
reported to the Sunday-school Board 
meeting that these two names were 
ieft off by their request. 

“I have the highest regard for these 
young ladies and their family. There 
is no spite work, mo malice, but a 
humble desire to do my duty as God 
gives me to see it.’ 

Miss Margaret Listeman said Satur- 
day she and her sister would not at- 
tend Sunday-school any more, but the 
five members who stayed away last 
Sunday would go back Sunday morning.
